The Al-Khidr Mosque is a Sufi styled place of worship located in 
Elmwood Massachusetts, Northwest Amexem (U.S.A) and is an 
autocephalous Moorish Orthodox Church. In keeping with the 
synergetic Nature of Islamism we combine the teachings of the 
Moorish Science with aspects of Sabbataism, Shavism, Rastafari, 
Taoism, Zen, Celtic paganism, Pelagianism, the teachings of Shaykh 
Hadar, Cult of Hizir and Natural Theology. Though we draw 
inspiration from those that were listed we are not limited to them and 
people may draw from anything they wish.
